Of Volume 1 it may be said that it is not presented as a book from which 
or with which to study the history of poetry.

It presents representative poems written at 
different times and by men of widely different tastes and talents, during the 
six centuries which may be said to have elapsed since the formation of the 
modern English tongue. The chief aim is to lead to such a study of these 
selections as shall help the reader to perceive and appreciate their poetic 
qualities and enter into full sympathy with the thoughts and feelings which 
their writers intended to express. 

To accomplish this object rationally and successfully, the compiler has 
thought it best to begin with those productions which are nearest to us in 
point of time, and which are more in harmony with our own modes of thought. 
Hence the order from Tennyson to Chaucer, instead of the chronological 
arrangement. ‘The order chosen introduces the reader to works that are 
easily understood, and leads him gradually to the more remote and mechani- 
cally difficult. 

The study of poetry and the study of the history of poetry are two very 
different things. Szx Cenéuries is intended to aid the former; yet one who 
wishes to pursue the latter may easily begin his reading with Chaucer.
